Ir ouxnn is any portion of the Amerioan |
people who derive information upon public
affairs exclusively from Demooratic jonrnals
and orators they will naturally conolude that
the Freedmen's Bureau ia one of the most
nseless and expensive departments of the
Government. The expenditurea for the Ba-
reau are constantly cited as the heaviest item
of Republican extravagance, at a period when
hundreds of millions are appropriated annu-
ally. The real facts as they are given in the
recent letter of David A. Wells, Bpecial Com- |
missionar of Revenus, are that the expsnses
of the Burean since its organization in 1514,
have been, for disburcements prior to Jane 30
1867, §2,402,000; and for disbursements from
July 1, 1867, to Jane 30, 1868, §3,215,000, or & |
total of §5,0617,000.

The bensficial results of this expenditure
are inmcalonlable. It munat be remembered |
that a large portion of this sum waa devoted to |
feeding the people of distriota in the Sonth
which were devastated by the war, and that a |
large proportion of tha applicants for aid wera
white persons. In the Rebel States little or
no provision is made for sustaining almshouses,
and if the Freedmen's Bareau had not at_the
oritioal moment proffered assistance, thon<ands
of perdons would have besn starved. There
were also many siok, old, and infirm fresd-
men, who would have perished if the Bu-san
had not extended timely relief,

But one of its most important fanctions
was to establish mutual confidence batwean
the employers and the employed in districts
where the free labor gystem was entirely noval,
and where the old slaveholders and their
former slaves regarded each other with mutnal
distrust and suspicion. How many deadly
quarrels have been averted, how muoh wrong
and injustioe has been prevented, how much |
has been done to reorgauvize iundastry, by the
Freedmen’s Buresu, can never ba accurately |
known, but in thonsands of well-attested
oases its influence has been in the highest
degres beneficial. It has promoted every
legitimate Sonthern interest, aud is obnoxions
only to the desperate and wicked classes, who
desire to establish by force and fraud, a new
form of slavery.

Which is the Grentest?

Taene are many who deny that General Grant
is o great man. The Democracy, over vapid
puns, seek to prove that his reputation was
luck, his fame the result of chance, while he
himself had little if anything to do widh it,
Napoleon declared a8 his polivy, to aocept no
one as his marshal who was not blessed with
luck, and tersely added, that the only test of
greatness which he reqnired was snocess.

tory. Let the jealous detraot as they may,
General Grant has the nation's acknowledg-
ment of his genius; and the carpiog of oppo-
pition papers canuot detraot from it. Waoat
posaible olaim, be it luck or merit, has Mr,
Seymounr ever shown which should entitle
him to the gift which he seeks in opposition
to the General? We will not answer that
queation ourselves, but leave it to some jocose
Democrat, when wearied of silly witticlsms on
our candidate's name, to give us a briel his-
tory of what actiens of Seymiour he can denomi-
nale great.

and St. Augustine, Tampa Bay, and Jackson-
ville, in Florida. General Meade anuounced
in a recent speech in Georgia, that he gur-
rendered his anthority over civil affairs with
great pleasure, and that he hoped the day
would soon come when civil authority would
again prevail in all portions of the republo.
The only obstacle to the accomplishment of
this de ire ariges from the continaea effures of

Eouthern Rebel leaders to galvanize the Re-
bellion.

A oapie telegram from Paris announces that
“the Imperial decrse has been issued autho-
rizing the iasue of a new loan.” The constang
inorease of the debt of France which Lounls
Napoleon Las authorized, may prove the most
fatal obstacle to the perpetuatiom of his dy-
nasty. With all their enthusiasm, the French
people are in some respecis an eminently
practical peopls, and they have a great horror
of onerous debt and taxation. The constant
loaus are evidently made becaunse the Emperor
feels that his popularity would be endangered
if he endeavored to raise annunally, by taxa-
tion, & sum sufficient to defray his enormons
current expenditures; but he 18 evidently
only postponing the evil day by his present
policy. On the other hand, he has undoubt-
edly done much to incresse the material pros-
perity of his subjeots by his liberal support of
new railway lines and other internal improve-
ments, and his uninterrupted maintenance of
public order. Bnt his enemies contend that
he has made some serious blunders in his in-

dustrial polioy, as for instance in his commer-
oial treaty with England.

CoroweL A. G. Boons, who waa recently ap-
pointed Indian Agent for the tribes in SBonth-
eastern Colorado and Northwestern New Mex-
foo, is & grand-son of the famous pioneer,
Daniel Boone, and like his illnstrions ancestor,
bas always bhad a fondoess for frontier life.
Forty years ago he led the adventurous life of
a trapper and huntsr in the Rocky Mountain
regions, and he has for a long period resided
in Southeastern Colorado, where he formerly
disoharged, in an acceptable and satisfactory
manner, the duties with whick he has reosuntly
been entrusted. Colonel Boone s well ad-
vanced in years, but he retains in a remark-
able degree the full possession of his faculties,

and he promises to become & worthy successor
of Kit Carson in pacifying the Aborigines.
